Housewives can hasten spring 
by starting in October and No- 
vetnber to force amaryllis, hya­ 
cinth. daffodil. Easter lily and 
tulip bulbs into bloom as early 
as January. 
To enjoy this thrill, ask your 
florist, garden center or super­ 
market about bulb varieties rec­ 
ommended for forcing then pick 
up a supply of red clay bulb 
pans for planting. 
Cover the drainage hole of each 
clay pot with a flat or concave 
piece of broken flower pot, and 
fill in a half inch of pebbles. 
Over this, add a mixture of 
equal parts of loam, leafmold, 
and sand. Press this down firm­ 
ly, leaving about three inches 
of space to the rim of the pot 
I and place the bulbs on this, one- 
half inch apart. Use the same 
| variety of bulbs in a single pot 
so all will flower at once. 
Easy to Water 
After bulbs are in place, fill 
in soil so the noses of the bulbs 
barely show. and press the soil 
down firmly. Lave about an inch 
of space so it will be easy to 
water the bulbs after they have 
sprouted. 
Identify each pot's variety 
name by tying a label on a slim 
bamboo stake at least a foot 
long. 
Then, place each pot in a pan 


or water to soak all the way 
through the porous clay pot 
walls and the soil within. After 
this initial soaking, cover each 
pot with an empty inverted clay 
pot of the same size. This pro 
tects new shoots as they grow. 
Next, place each pol in a deep 
trench or coldframe for an 8 to 
10-week rooting period. Fill in 
six inches of soil over the tops 
of the pots and cover this with 
a thick layer of leaves. 


In Jan u a ry 


Along about the first week in 
January, dig up one of the pots, 
and gently knock the soil ball 
from the pot. If there is a net­ 
work of roots you can slip the 
earthball back into the pot and 
put the pot into a 50 degree to 
55 degree F. north window un­ 
til shoots turn green. The move 
it to a sunny (id degree spot and 
keep the soil well watered. You 
can bring in several pots at once 
for a gala display, or one b\ 
one in succession to spread tin 
blooming period over several 
weeks. 


Buds will pop open quickly and 


will leave you breathless with 
their unbelievably lovely colors 
and springtime perfume .

S Compaction 


Fall is an excellent time to 
relieve some of the soil compac­ 
tion that has developed in your 
home lawn, reports Richard A. 
Bailey, Bucks County Agricul­ 
tural Agent. This condition may 
be especially severe if the lawn 
is used frequently for children's 
play.

Mechanical aeration provides 
an excellent and probably the 
only means of correcting or al­ 
leviating this soil compaction. 
Compaction occurs primarily in 


the surface area of the lawn.' 
A compacted layer as thin as 
one-fourth to one-half inch can 
greatly impede wrater infiltra­ 
tion, nutrient penetration and 
gaseous exchange between the 
soil and the atmosphere. Com­ 
paction in the surface layer of 
soil may be corrected or re­ 
duced by using suitable adna­ 
tion equipment. 
Aerating 
machines 
remove 
plugs of soil from the turf area 
and create an artificial system 


of large or non-capillary pores 
by which moisture and plant nu 
trients can enter the soil. They 
also provide a breathing system 
through which carbon dioxide 
can escape from the soil and 
oxygen can enter the soil. The 
rapid intake and movement of 
water and air are recognized as 
prime necessities in collecting 
compacted soils. 


Aeration in late fall ha^ the 
added advantage that moisture 
will enter the aerated holes and 
through the action of freezing 
and thawing, cause the soil to 
crack and thus loosen the com­ 
pacted condition. Fall aeration 
is much more beneficial than 
spring aeration.
